Point valve 
opening away from face. To lock valve in open position for automatic discharge, press valve button all the way down, 
hooking the catch. Then place fogger on stand or table with valve locked open; Vacate the treated house, individual 
apartment unit, or other structure immediately. Fill out and place hang-tag on the door to the treated area to alert 
family and others with access to the treated area not to enter for 2 hours. 

AIRING OUT: 
Open all doors and windows and allow to air for 30 minutes. Repeat spraying in two weeks or when necessary. 

TO KILL TICKS AND FLEAS: Destroy pet's old bedding and replace with clean, fresh bedding after treatment is 
completed. Use product as above. Pets should be treated with a registered flea and tick control product prior to reentering 
treated premises.
